After  allowing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  the 
Registrar  General's  figures  show  that  there  were  174  births  (99  boys 
and  75  girls)  in  the  Urban  District  during  1966,  being  23  births  more 
than  in  1965.  ^ Of  these  births  8 were  illegitimate.  This  is  4.59 
01  the  total  live  births,  as  compared  with  5.29  in  1965. 


The  birth  rate  of  any  area  is  dependent  upon  the 
composition  of  the' population  in  that  area.  Obviously  a population 
with  1 - gh  proportion  of  persons  of  child  bearing  age  will  have  jmore 
carvns  ?;r  oi’  tbe  population  than  an  area  with  an  unduly  large 

number  of  people  in  the  olaer  age  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  if  ate  a of 
oil ierer.u  areas  to  oe  compared,  the  Registrar  General  provides  4 
ompar ability  -douor  for  each  Local  Authority  area,  which  renders 
the  birth  rate  of  each  area  comparable  with  that  of  a district  the 
Population  of  hich  is  of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution.  The  birth 
rate  for  the  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner  is  increased  from
